Nathan, Van Patten, who comes of Dutch 
and English Colonial stock, was born to be a 
librarian. He remembers visiting the little 
public library of his native town of Nis- 
kayuna, near Schenectady, New York, 
before he started in the grade schools. He 
was so impressed with the call numbers on 
the books that he went home and pasted 
labels, with meaningless call numbers, on 
his own juvenilia. At the tender age of 
ten he issued a catalog of his private library, 
printed from rubber type, line by line. His 
first library job was a part-time one, consist- 
ing largely of tending the library furnace 
— ae snow off the library side 
walks. 


He received his formal education at the 
Union Classical Institute. In 1936 Dart- 
mouth College conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of Litt.D. He has been a 
public school teacher and a_ bookseller; 
Librarian of the Wolcott Gibbs Library of 
Chemistry, College of the City of New York; 
Reference Librarian and Assistant Librarian, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology; 
Librarian, Queen’s University, Kingston, 
Ontario; and Lecturer, Library School, 
McGill University. 

At present he is Director of Libraries, 
Stanford University; Director (ex-officio) 
Hoover Library on War, Peace and Revolu- 
tion ; Lecturer, Chemistry Department, Stan- 
ford University; Lecturer in Medical Bibli- 
ography, School of Medicine, University of 
California. He is also President of the 
Music Library Association, San Francisco; 
a member of the A. L. A. Committee on 
the Union List of Serials for both the first 
edition and the one now in preparation. 

His “Bibliography of the corrosion of 
metals and its prevention’ (Marblehead, 
Mass., 1923; 2d ed., Kingston, 1924; Supple- 
ment 1, Stanford University, 1930) shows 
his interest in scientific problems. Sixty 
contributions to a great variety of journals 
touch on co-operative cataloguing, library 
problems, literary and medical history. 

Mr. Van Patten is the owner of an exten- 
sive private library which includes important 
collections relating to bibliography and 
fine printing. His particular interests in- 
clude the bibliographical aspects of librarian- 
ship, medical history, and chemical literature. 
He has tried consistently to bear in mind 
the obvious fact that libraries and librarians 
exist only because there are people who want 
to use libraries. Librarianship to him is 
more a matter of bibliographical scholar- 
ship placed at the service of library users 
than it is an undue concern about technique, 
statistics, or salaries. He has a _ well- 
developed sense of humor and has never 
taken either himself or his professional 
colleagues too seriously.

INTRODUCTORY COMMENT 


On May 6, 1777, General John Burgoyne arrived 
at Quebec, Canada, to take command of the invasion 
which began so auspiciously with the fall of Ticon- 
oo and ended, not ingloriously, but very unsuc- 
cessfully, with the surrender at Saratoga on October 
17, 1777. This bibliography is an attempt to list 
something of the writings of and since that time con- 
cerning the campaign. The reader who has only a 
momentary interest in the event will find all of the 
nog material that has appeared, but the list has 
nm prepared primarily for the amateur historian 
and student of history who want to make a careful 
but not exhaustive study. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that only incidentally are references made to 
the abortive attempts of St. Leger and Howe to carry 
out their part of the British plan of the campaign. 


The scheme of classification may be easily per- 
ceived. There are many ways of classifying bibliog- 
raphies and the compiler makes no special plea for 
his. Rather does he wish to warn that some entries 
have had to be included without examination and a 
reading may show them to be wrongly placed. 

The primary sources are of the “personal narra- 
tive” type and include what might be called “official 
business’ only when of special interest, this occurring 
mainly under Epilogue. It is believed that the most 
important of this latter type (or exact references to 
them) will be included in titles listed, making unneces- 
sary search through often relatively unimportant 
masses of material. 

The secondary sources include only those wholly 
concerned with the campaign or some aspect of it. 
References to sources of information considered ob- 
vious or easily located have not been made, ¢.g., his- 
tories of the United States and of the revolution, 
regional histories, military histories, biographies. 
Some guidance has been given to the significant titles 
from these groups in the “irreducible minimum” of 
the fifteen entries of the Appendix: to do more, in the 


space now consumed by the main bibliography, would 
make its present listings less complete. Regimental 
histories and rosters have been excluded as definitely 
unpopular and of little value. Periodical references 
are of the twentieth century only, being a selection 
therefrom. 

Titles have been entered in full as a suggestion of 
content and treatment as well as identification of the 
various editions. Descriptive and critical notes have 
been added where thought to be especially helpful or 
interesting. The compiler has taken to heart the 
statement of H. C. Hockett in his Introduction to re- 
search in American history, p. 13, that “the novice 
should be diffident as to the soundness of his own 
judgment concerning their [the bibliographical refer- 
ences] worth, and should seek expert opinion.” This 
has been given whenever it has ow possible to ob- 
tain it, and the authority briefly noted, as per the 
following short-title checklist:

Election Material 
Exclusive of Campaign Handbooks 
Conclusion 


Of the state libraries inquired of, seven replied that 
they catalog election material, two do not, and two have 
no collection. 

The General Library Division of the Illinois State Li- 
brary catalogs and classifies as separates all election 
material, and keeps it in Gaylord Brothers pressboard 
pamphlet binders. 

In the Massachusetts State Library the material is 
cataloged and classified and placed in manila envelopes. 
They make use of: 329 A-Z Political parties; party con- 
ventions, and their history. They Cutter on the top 
line by name of the party, as 329D38, and on the second 
line by whatever is the main entry. 329D381 would be 
the number for the Democratic party as subject. In the 
card catalog certain material is brought out as follows: 


Democratic party: (name of state) 

- a National conventions (dates) 
National committee (dates) 
Platform (dates) 


Under Democratic party: National conventions appear 
only publications of a convention or addresses, etc., made 
before it, or works about it. On a guide stating the 
above, one is referred to: 


Campaign literature (date): (name of party) 


and here appear party publications made by associations 
or individuals arranged first by date of campaign, next 
by name of party, to bring all parties together under a 
campaign date. 


No cataloging or classifying of election materials is 
done in the Minnesota Historical Society Library. Here 
the material is arranged by date of campaign and stored 
in boxes or wrapped in bundles in stout paper. Cam- 
paign posters are kept in large wooden drawers in the 
Museum. 


The New York State Library catalogs as separates, 
but does not classify election material. It is arranged 
by accession number and kept in boxes, with the manu- 
scripts. 


In the Oregon State Library official publications are 
cataloged and classified each as a separate. Miscellan- 
eous publications, if important, are cataloged; if unim- 
portant, they are classi and filed in the clipping col- 
lection. Some are covered in boards, others in manila, 
and items put in clipping collection are put in covers. 


The Pennsylvania State Library catalogs and classifies 
each as a separate. 


Importance of the material determines whether the 
State Historical Society of Wisconsin catalogs material, 
and whether it is cataloged as a separate. It is classified 
as pamphlets and placed in wooden pamphlet boxes or 
packages. 

If an item were considered particularly valuable, it 
might be cataloged and classified just as a book in the 
Virginia State Library. A considerable number on the 
same subject are cataloged and classified as a group 
without reference to particular items. An example is:

If there are only a few on each subject, they are filed 
under appropriate subject headings. Pamphlet boxes 
or large envelopes which may be fastened in pamphlet

binders are used for all except the currently published, 
which are kept in the ‘information file” if there are only 
a few under each subject. 


The Texas State Library and Historical Commission 
does not catalog election material. It is classified for 
states other than Texas, but the Texas material is filed 
chronologically. It is kept in near leather expansive 
envelopes and filed in metal filing cabinets in the Texas 
Archive Division. 

Six college and university libraries do not catalog 
election material, four catalog, and one has no collection, 
and one of those replying to the questionnaire did not 
reply in regard to election material. 


Harvard University classifies, but does not catalog 
except to make subject cards for lots. They are kept in 
manila envelopes and boxes and when too full transferred 
to simple boxes, with an opening at the back. This 
refers only to pamphlets. Leaflets, fliers, etc., are 
treated with broadsides. 


Columbia University catalogs and classifies as sep- 
arates, and places the material in pamphlet binders. 


The Ohio State University Library has mounted on 
heavy manila paper, bound, and given a collective title 
to their election materials. It is indexed and cataloged 
under collective title. 


Stanford University catalogs and classifies election 
material as separates in most cases. Gaylord pamphlet 
binders and wooden pamphlet boxes have been used. 
In some cases, miscellaneous material has been bound. 


The Hoover War Library of Stanford University does 
not catalog as separates or classify this material. It is 
entered under party and by elections. The cards are 
filed in a separate catalog of organization publications 
arranged by country. It is kept in portfolio boxes. 


The University of Chicago Libraries do not catalog 
or classify, but for the greater part arrange it by subject 
matter in the vertical file. 


The_ University of Michigan Bureau of Government 
Library catalogs and classifies as separates part of the 
material. If not, it is placed in the vertical file under 
subject. Book material and heavy pamphlets are classi- 
fied as books. Broadsides not issued at regular intervals 
are placed in the vertical file subdivided by subject and 
place. Special collections of election laws and of elec- 
tion statistics are maintained in this library and are in 
constant use. These collections are placed in pamphlet 
boxes arranged by state. 


The American Antiquarian Society does not yet cata- 
log election material, but arranges it chronologically, 
one or more folders to each year, and then alphabetically 
within the year so far as possible. Mr. V¢il writes: ‘‘We 
would eventually want to catalog election material 
very fully since I have found that it is greatly in demand 
in any large reference library. I think that such ma- 
terial, if possible, should be preserved in individual en- 
velopes and classified by political campaigns. A great 
many of our leaflets and pamphlets which are not of 
sufficient value to warrant binding are preserved in en- 
velopes in cardboard boxes open at the top, made in 
proper size to allow three boxes to an ordinary steel 
shelf. The envelopes are arranged on their sides vertical 
file fashion in these boxes, with a short title in their 
upper right-hand corner where they can be easily read 
by anyone thumbing through the box.”’ 


Three libraries shelve the election material as a sepa- 
rate collection, four use the vertical file for all, and three 
for part of the material. Thirteen shelve with the regu- 
lar collection; one other shelves older material with the 
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regular book collection, and another does when the ma- 
terial is pamphlets. Chicago Public has unofficial 
pamphlets classified in Civics boxes and the official ma- 
terial with documents. Los Angeles Public keeps new 
material behind the ‘‘information desk”’ in the sociology 
department. The University of Michigan Bureau of 
Government library keeps all three special collections 
above noted under correct L. C. number back of the 
Librarian's desk for convenient use, constituting a more 
or less permanent reserve. 


Thus it will be seen that the tendency is to catalog 
the material, binding it when possible, if there is a 
volume on a specific subject, and if not, treating it as a 
separate. They are usually entered under the party, by 
elections; if not bound they are cared for usually in the 
vertical file or pamphlet boxes. 


The only libraries of the first group cataloging ballots 
are the Newberry Library, Seattle Public, Burton His- 


torical Collection of the Detroit Public Library, and the 
New York Public. 


Newberry Library says: ‘‘We have two. They are 
classified and cataloged as separates, and kept in boxes. 
Civil War material.”’ 


Seattle Public treats campaign literature as a unit — 
broadside, election material, or ballots. At the close of 
a campaign this is collected and bound with a general 
introductory statement giving the date of the election, 
registration, votes cast, candidates and measures voted 
on and results. Ballots are included in this volume 
placed first in their respective sections, primary or final. 
All becomes a volume called ‘‘campaign literature.” 
They are then cataloged, classified and arranged with 
the regular book collection. 


The Burton Historical Collection of the Detroit 
Public Library and the New York Public include theirs 
with election literature. This is explained under the 
section on election material. The Civics Division of the 
Detroit Public does not catalog or classify, but arranges 
them in Rand visible name folders in the vertical file. 


Chicago Public does not catalog or classify, but ar- 
ranges them with other official election commission docu- 


ments in the document collection. Gaylord pamphlet 
binders are used. 


Enoch Pratt, Los Angeles and St. Louis Public like- 
wise neither catalog nor classify, but arrange the ma- 
terial alphabetically by subject, placing it in manila 
envelopes in the vertical file. 

The Free Library of Philadelphia arranges them by 
subject and shelves as a separate collection. 


The Portland Library Association does not catalog or 
classify the material, but it is listed in the Reference 
Room under Oregon — Ballots, by title, dates, and 
party. They are placed in heavy manila covers and filed 
with the regular book collection on oversize shelves. 

Of the state libraries, four have no collection of bal- 
lots, one only catalogs as separates. 


The Pennsylvania State Library catalogs them as 
separates and classifies them as books. They are placed 


in pamphlet binders and shelved in the regular book 
collection. 


Minnesota Historical Society Library neither catalogs 
nor classifies, but arranges them by date of campaign. 
They are stored in boxes or wrapped in bundles in stout 
paper and kept in a special place in the stacks. 


New York State Library catalogs ballots as broad- 
sides, does not classify, but arranges them by accession 
number in folders in horizontal files, 29’ x 36”. They 
are shelved as a special collection in the manuscripts 
division. 

Oregon State Library has only sample ballots. They 
are not cataloged but are classified and sometimes put in 


the clipping file, frequently being filed uncovered or in 
manila envelopes. 
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The State Historical Society of Wisconsin classifies as 
pamphlets and keeps them with the book collection in 
boxes of packages. 


If Virginia State Library has a considerable number on 
the same subject they are classified and cataloged as a 
group under appropriate subject headings, without 
reference to individual items. If considered of particular 
value an item might be classified and cataloged as a 
separate. Those on the same subject are put in pamph- 
let boxes, or a large envelope which may be fastened in 
a pamphlet binder. Current ones are filed in ‘‘informa- 
tion file’ if there are only a few under each subject. 

Texas State Library and Historical Commisson has 
only a few and does not catalog. 

Of the college and university libraries, some have no 


collection; others did not answer this part of the 
questionnaire. 


Harvard University gives ballots the same treatment 
as broadsides. 


The University of Chicago Libraries groups them by 
subject matter, filng them for the most part in the 
vertical file. 


The University of Michigan Bureau of Government 
Library does not collect ballots, except a few which are 
used as samples. They are kept in the vertical file under 
the subject, ‘‘Ballots.”’ 


None of the libraries dissect ballots, one backs them 
with cloth, and do mount a few. 


The tendency for the most part seems to be not to 
catalog ballots, but to place them in folders in the verti- 
cal file under subject, or to store them by date of cam- 
paign in the stacks. Others catalog and bind campaign 
literature and ballots together, i.e., Seattle Public. This 
seems a satisfactory plan if they can not be cataloged as 
separates, as Pennsylvania State Library does.

APPENDIX 
Note 1. ‘‘Lazara.’’ ‘‘The Supreme Sacrifice.’’ 
“‘A Bill of Divorcement.”’ 


Apparently all of these titles refer to the same story. 
In Hearst's International, July, 1921, there appeared an 
announcement of a coming story, entitled ‘‘Lazara.”’ 
Another notice in the same issue spoke of the name of 
the heroine, Janet Maxwell. The latter is the heroine of 
“The Supreme Sacrifice,"" which appeared in the Mac- 
fadden Fiction Lovers’ Magazine, October, 1924. “‘A 
Bill of Divorcement”’ was announced for publication in 
Hearst's, in late 1921, or 1922; it did not appear; appar- 
ently the story was ‘farmed out’’ to Macfadden’s, with 
another new title. 


This hypothesis is confirmed by personal communica- 
tions from the publishers, from Mr. Thurston Macauley, 
and from Mrs. Dorothea Donn-Byrne. 

Note 2. ‘‘Black Magic.’’ 


In the Popular Magazine, June 20, 1916, p. 54, Byrne 
is mentioned as the author of this story. A careful 
search has failed to reveal any trace of this story, and 
my presumption is that the reference is to “‘Black Medi- 
cine,"” which had appeared in the Popular Magazine, 
Feb. 7, 1915. 

Note 3. ‘‘The Woman God Changed.”’ 


The story appeared in magazine form under this title; 
when published in book form, it was the title story of 
“Changeling.” Despite many references to a book with 
the former title (notably in C. C. Baldwin's ‘‘The Men 
Who Make Our Novels,” The Publishers Weekly, Jan. 18, 
1930, p. 337, and Who’s Who) no book of this title was 
published. (Incidentally, the motion picture made from 
this story bore the title, ‘“‘His Captive Woman."’) 

Note 4. ‘‘A Manner of Legacy,”’ ‘‘Sister Act.’’ 

Above titles refer to the same story, which was orig- 
inally announced as ‘“‘Bart Treddick’s Daughter”’ in the 
Hearst's International Magazine, Jan. 1922, page 66.
